SALMON IN THE TRUCKEE. 

The following is from last evening’s 
Bulletin's report of a late meeting of 
the San Francisco Academy of Sciences: 
„B. B. Redding, California Fish 
Commissioner, donated a land-locked 


real salmon caught in Winnemucca 


Lake, the result of eggs placed in the 
Truckee river four years ago, which 
was done by the expenditure of $1,000, 
given by Governor Stanford and Char- 
les Crocker for that purpose.“ 

This is the 1 salmon so far 
reported as having been caught ia the 
waters of the Truckee or its lakes. 
The success of the experiment is, how- 
ever, assured. Not until the progeny 
of those now in these waters shall 
have reached maturity, can the fish 
become sufficiently numerous to allow 
of their frequent capture. They are 
now comparitively few in number and 
must be dispersed over a wide area. 
But when they do get thick—what 
spert there will be then.
